> At the end of the day, it took Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury Council less 
than 1 hour to come to a decision. 

On Tuesday night, in front of a standing-room-only 
crowd in the Zima Room of the Bradford Public Library, 
Bradford West Gwillimbury Council was unanimous in 
its decision: to stick with the South Simcoe Police Service, 
and turn down the contract offered by the OPP for 
policing services. 

The evening began with a recap of the past 20 months, 
beginning September 20,2011 with Councillor Carl 
Hordyk’s request that staff investigate the steps involved 
in requesting costing for police services from the OPP, 
and subsequent motion to pursue the OPP costing. 

“We were concerned with the escalating cost of 
policing,” explained Mayor Doug White. “Throughout the 
history of this Service the costs have increased... at an 
alarming rate.” 

Council asked the question, "could we have a more 
efficient way of policing our municipality?” the Mayor 
said. “Policing is extremely important to the residents of 
this community, but policing is only one service that is 
provided... Every dollar spent on policing is a dollar that 
can’t be spend on roads, recreation, splashpads, etc.” 

On top of that, the relationship between the old Police 
administration and Police Services Board, and the Town 
“wasn’t terribly good,” with ongoing tensions over budget 
requests. 

Those were the drivers of the costing, not dissatisfaction 
with the South Simcoe Police, White said. “All nine 
members of our Council, everyone I have spoken with 
is satisfied with the level of service we receive from the 
South Simcoe Police. That has never been in question.” 

He noted that Council made a commitment, at the start 
of the process, that “we’d leave no stone unturned” - that 
the Town would pursue every avenue of information, 
including OPP and South Simcoe Police, consultants, the 
public, neighbouring municipalities, and the Joint Staff 
task force, before making a decision - “and that is what 
we have done.” 

What has become clear is that the apparent savings 
offered by the OPP for a stand-alone Detachment were 
less defined, once the Task Force began to factor in the 
annual cost of uniforms for the OPP (a $98,000 item that 
had been omitted from the original costing), revised 
the cost of South Simcoe Policing downwards based on 
new budget estimates, and in particular calculated the 
“ttansition” costs associated with dissolving the South
